Knoxville. Tenn.. Jan. 9.—Merging 
several horsecar lines of KnoxviUe 
was the first railroad experience of 
Director General of the Railroads W. 
G McAdoo, who is'now systematically 
consilidating 260;000 miles of line for 
Uncle Sam, about four-ninths of the 
total railway mileage of the 
entire 


W°McAdoo operated the first electric 
street car system in Knoxville 
He 
was educated at the iCniyersity of Ten- 
nessee here, in which institution his 
lamented father was a professor for 
a number of years. He then located 
for a time in Chattanooga, in the prac- 
tice of law. In 18S9 he saw an oppor- 
tunity, 
conceived 
the 
idea 
of 
consolidating the several horse car 
lines then operating m the city of 
Knoxville and converting this merged 
system into -a modern electrically pro- 
pelled railway. • He succeeded in ac- 
quiring the horse Hnes. and then or- 
ganized .a company, financed the aug- 
mented and improved plant, and oper- 
ated the first electric cars in this city. 


The enterprise encountered many 


difficulties, notable among which was 
an injunction proceeding to inhibit 
Mr: McAdoo's company from laying a 
double track on Gay street (the main 
thoroughfare). Many business men 
expressed the belief that a a double 
track through this main thoroughfare 
would paralyze traffic and would work 
a hardship that wouM be fatal to busi- 
ness interests of the city. 


He Gets Hi* Double Track. 
They proposed that one or more turn- 
outs or switches, be provided on Gay 
street, where cars could pass; at in- 
tervals. 
McAdoo contested this in- 
junction proceeding, the court decided 
in bis favor and Ae two tracks were 
built 
He was then temporarily en- 
joined from erw.ting overhead trolley 
wires. the argument being made that 
these live wires exposed without in- 
sulation would be hazardous to human 
life, because of 'liability of falling 
froin their bearings. . This issue was 
the subject of a spirited litigation 
which was determined in favor 
of 
McAodd, and the wires went up. 
At length financial reverses came 
and the company was placed in a re- 
ceivership, the late J. C. Duncan being

On January 19th all of the boys and 
girls who took part in the corn con- 
tests and good roads contest will 
meet at the Y. M. C. A. building for 
dinner, at which time also the awards 
of the prizes will take place. It was 
previously erroneously reported that 
this meeting was to take place Feb- 
ruary 19th. 
The corn 
samples of 
contestants must be received at the 
commercial club office, Jamssville, not 
later than January fourteenth, in or- 


Beloit. 
It being learned that if the 
appropriation was not made, the total 
coat of the road would be assessed 
ngainst the county regardless, 
the 
board decfded to take advantage of 
the state and federal aid for the 
building of the road and' save the 
tax payers the money. 
A resolution w»s adopted to raise 
the money by issuing bonds. These 
bonds will be issued in $100 denomi- 
nations and will be retired in five 
years, drawing interest at five per 
cent. It is planned to raise $65,000 
in this way, which is the county's 
share of the cost of the new highway. 
The bond Issue was made necessary \l 
because of the fact that it was too 
late to get the appropriation into the 
1918 tax levy, and the amount needed 
for two years' work, or $26,000 would 
have to be raised by taxation in 1919. 
As this would be a burden on the 
taxpayers, it was decided to distribute 
the paying for the work over a larger 
period of time, thus not materially 
increasing the taxes in any .one year. 
It is planned to place the sale of 
the bonds in the hands of County 
Treasurer A. M. Church, and to sell 
$13,000 worth each year, or 
If this 
amount is not needed, to "sell only 
enough to meet the expenses each 
year. 
It was also thoguht wiser to 
sell the bonds in $100 denominations 
so that they would all be sold to Rock 
county people, an dnot to trust and 
bonding companies in Chicago. 
By the action of the board 
morning, the state and federal 
which willa mount to two-thirds of 
the total cost of the proposed high- 
way will not be lost to the county. 
Although the matter 
should 
have 
been passed at the meeting in Novem- 
ber, it is expected that in the end it 
will work out satisfactorily to the 
tax payers, and the burden will not 
^»e felt any more than as if no bonds 
were issued but the money raised by 
taxation.
